December weather was 
dreariest in recent years

The latest weather data confirms what Chi- 
cagoans already know: It has been a seriously 
dreary month, without much sun or even snow. 

In fact, this month has had 17 days with no 
sunshine at all—which beats the previous De- 
cember record of 16 gray days. 

There have been just 2,375 minutes of sun- 
shine in Chicago this month, according to 
Frank Wachowski, a retired meteorologist 
who measures area sunshine for the National 
Weather Service. 

“We should have 15,374, so we’re way below 
{average],” Wachowski said. 

To translate: This December has seen only 
about 40 hours of sunshine total, and the av- 
erage December has 256. 


And this month could approach another 
record. A Chicago December hasn’t had so 
little snow since 1912, WGN-IV meteorolo- 
gist Tom Skilling said. So far this month, we’ve 
seen only a few flakes. 

“Only 10 Decembers since 1884 produced 
less than one inch of snowfall,” said Wachows- 
ki, who called this month “unbelievable.” 

The normal amount of snow for December 
is 8.2 inches, according to the weather service. 

Next month, look for temperatures to 
drop quite a bit—and according to Wachows- 
ki, there likely won’t be much snow in early 
January, either. 

“I’m hoping it stays this way, because I re- 
ally don’t care for snow,” he said.

Few clues on fate of 
missing AirAsia plane 


Countries around Asia on Tuesday stepped 
up the search for an AirAsia plane carrying 
162 people that is presumed to have crashed in 
shallow waters off the Indonesian coast, with 
Washington also sending a warship to help 
find the missing jet.

Bears management must have been tired of being patient. 

The powers that be ended one of the shortest coaching tenures in team history Monday, 
firing Marc Trestman after two seasons and a 13-19 record. Paddy Driscoll also served only two 
years in that position, in the 1956-57 seasons. Even Dick Jauron (5-45) got five years to try to 
make it work. 

True to his nonvolatile nature, Trestman didn’t let the news ruin his day—at least publicly. 

“I want to thank Virginia, George and the McCaskey family, Phil Emery and Ted Phillips for 
giving me the opportunity to be the head coach of the Chicago Bears,” Trestman said in a state- 
ment. “I also want to thank all the coaches and players who gave us everything we asked over 
the past two years. I have tremendous respect for this organization. Chicago is a special city 
with great fans. I appreciate the warm support my family and I received.” 

General manager Phil Emery also was dismissed; he lasted three years. 

“This job was an opportunity of a lifetime,” he said. “My only regret is that we didn’t win 
enough games for this opportunity to continue. It’s time to change and move forward. Go 
Bears.” 

As for Bears players, their reactions were more wide-ranging:

The actor’s appeal,

display in “The Gambler,” a remarkably en- 
tertaining drama that’s also, at times, a deep 
pit of sadness. Jim (Wahlberg) doesn’t balk at 
doubling his bets at the blackjack table with 
every win, which is virtually a guarantee he’ll 
lose it all. He accumulates debt like crumbs 
and doesn’t know when to stop. During an 
early scene of his compulsion, I thought I 
was going to be physically ill.

This guy hardly has all the time in the 
world to blow his funds, however. He has 
seven days to repay nearly $300,000 toa 
Korean gambling boss and Neville (Michael 
Kenneth Williams), who seems friendly but 
won't hesitate to do something unpleasant 
if Jim can’t settle his debt. The gambler has 
published a novel and teaches English to 
college students he thinks don’t care—not 
including Amy (Brie Larson), his most- 
talented student, with whom he’s actively 
trying to avoid getting into a relationship — 
but any money he makes pretty much goes 
in one pocket and out the other. 

Kinda like a “Dead Poets Society” for 
Millennials, “The Gambler” gloriously func- 
tions on a sense of intellectual disenchant- 
ment and timely uncertainty about finding 
happiness. Jim comes from wealth (Jessica 


Lange plays his mother, who’s had it with 
her son) but has grown up unable to feel the 
stakes of his losses. He’s not a jerk like Tim 
Heidecker’s rich jackass in the little-seen 
“The Comedy.” Rather, Jim’s been given so 
much that he sees the world in terms of all 
or nothing—and frequently seems out to 
wind up with the latter. 

A late sequence involves a questionable 
depiction of a sporting event, and the 
relationship between Jim and Amy doesn’t 
quite set the tracks to arrive at its destina- 
tion. Jim probably doesn’t suffer as much 
as he should based on his associations and 
mistakes. Still, writer William Monaghan 
(“The Departed”) and director Rupert 
Wyatt (“Rise of the Planet of the Apes”) 
tweak and modernize the less-engaging 
1974 film of the same name, undeniably 
justifying the effort. This is the story of a 
man used to learning too late that he’s put 
his emphasis in the wrong place, figuring 
out if he has anywhere else to go.

become shtick, depicts the small-minded per- 
ceptions that inspired the true story of “Big 
Eyes.” Other than a couple of people men- 
tioning how few take female artists seriously, 
and a priest reminding Margaret (Amy Adams) 
that the man is the head of the household, this 
feels like a period vaguely established for basic 
storytelling purposes. 

It’s a shame, as this is—or, at least, could 
have been—quite a story. Afraid of losing 
custody of her daughter to her ex-husband, 
Margaret quickly marries Walter (Chris- 
toph Waltz), another aspiring painter in 
1958 California. He’s a charming fellow who 
paints only the streets and buildings of Paris. 
Margaret’s style is far more striking, focusing 
on sad-looking children, their eyes large and 
searching, big and lost at the same time. A few 
promotional moves and misunderstandings 
later, however, Margaret’s work is taking off, 
and Walter’s claiming the paintings as his own. 

In Adams’ strong performance, Margaret 
is both victim and accomplice. Yet Waltz 
never finds the masked shame of Walter, a 
liar who can't see that the noose is already 
around his neck. Writers Scott Alexander and 
Larry Karaszewski fall into repetition as they 
attempt to generate tension: lies, frustra- 
tion, lies, frustration, repeat. While Adams 
showcases Margaret’s suffocation within a lie 
that impacts her personal life and career, the 
film hardly opens up into a study of creativity 
or jealousy. It’s too narrow, too light, too free 
of life’s wrinkles. mp.
